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Strong Demand for Opening 
Central Ave. Independent of 
Any Other Highway Project 


Opening of Central .Avenue to; 
the west to connect with Hunting- 
ton Drive in Pasadena will be put 
through a.s' an independent proj¬ 
ect, regardless of the_ efforts of 
outsiders to tack tlie enterprise 
onto otlier higliway enterprises in 
which Sierra Madre is not particu¬ 
larly interested. That much was 
assured as a result of the meet¬ 
ing held Tuesday night in the 
chamber of coiimierce rooms, and 
a conference the following day at 
the county coumsel’s office. 

Tuesday night’s meeting was 
called by Chairman J. N. Hawks, 
of the Chamber of Commerce road 
committee. In resppon.se to his 
invitation the county counsel’s 
office was represented by Kohert 
C. Wygant, deputy in charge of 
Mattoon -Act proceedings. 

Interest Is Kwn 

Among those pre.senl at the 
meeting were O. .A. Gierlicli and, 
R. W. Buck of tlie city engineer’s; 
office; A. M. Udell, street super¬ 
intendent; Frederick Baker, City 
attorney; City Trustee.s Topping, 
and Beloiilavek; Col. Herman Hall, 
president, and J. M. Cumphell, 
secretary of fhe Chamber of Com¬ 
merce; Major Fluyil, of the road 
committee; Henry Isaacs, 'f. J. 
Burns, H. E. Allen, C. U. Twy-' 
cross, W. A. Evans, W. T. Gruit, 
Dr. H. W. Kellogg, George B. 
Morgridge, of Sierra Madre; Sec¬ 
retary Lewis Carrigan of the, 
Monrovia Cfianiber of Commerce; 
J. L. Wiley of the Monrovia News,] 
and Chairman P. J. Hayselden of] 
Glendale, heading the committee i 
on the Washington Street project.' 

Chairman Hawks of the road 
committee presided at the meeting. 
Referring to the long deferieil; 
hope of securing the opening of 
Central .Avenue to the west, Mr. 
Hawks suiil it was generally un¬ 
derstood that the Mattoon .Act 
provided the means of accomplish-, 
ment and called on Mr. Wygant 1 
to explain the method of proceed 
ure. Mr. Wygant sketched hrielly 
tlie purposes and methods of the 
Mattoon Act. He said it was pur 
ticularly designed for the carrying 
out of large projects involving two 
or more municipalities, and pos¬ 
sibly county territory as well. 
While he .said it was possible for 
one city to enter upon a smuli 
project independently, he advised 
against such action and said that 
wherever possible highway open¬ 
ing and impiovenieiit projects 
should be combined to save over- 
heail exjiense. 

Rival Project 

Mr. Wygant referred to the 
Washington Street project as a 
logical project to tie in with Uie 
Central Avenue plan and called 
upon Mr. Hayselden to explain its 
details. Mr. Hayselden reviewed 
the whtde history of the plan 
which calls for a highway north¬ 
easterly from (ilendale over tiie 
San Rafael Hills to Linda V'ista, 
bridging the .Arroyo Seco ainl con¬ 
necting with Washington Street 
in Pasadena. , Washington Street 
is to he straightened .and widened. 
At the easterly end of Washing¬ 
ton Street the plan i.' to swing 
southward, with a bridge across 
the Eaton Canyon wash near the 
base of the Sierra Mailre Villa 
mesa, then continuing eastward. 
A fork in the road is then pro¬ 
posed, one branch swing north¬ 
ward toward the mountains and 
the other branch swingirig south 
ward to connect with Central Ave¬ 
nue at a point near the edge of 
the Ha.stinga vineyard. 'Fhe high¬ 
way would then continue eastward 
to Santa .Anita -Avenue and go on 
to Monrovia by a route yet to be 
chosen. Mr. Hasenden said eacli 
community would be allowed to 
work out the details as to route 
and width within its own bound¬ 
aries. 

The Heart of the Matter 

After some rambling di.scussion 
City Attorney Baker took the lloof 
and showerl wherein the Washing¬ 
ton Street project failed to meet 
the immediate and most vital 
needs of Sierra Madre. In the 
first place the bri<lge across the 
Eaton Canyon wash would be too 
far north to be of any value for 
direct traffic to Pasadena and 
Los Angeles. He showed force¬ 
fully the absolute need for such 
a highway as would he affonled 
by Central .Avenue paralleling tlie 
Pacific Electric traek.s to connect 
with Huntington Drive, and pos¬ 
sibly with a branch to connect 


with Mountain Street in I’asa- 
dena. 

Mr. Baker dispelled any fear 
that might have been entertained 
that the attituile of the Sierra 
Madre people was due to a desire 
to control the proceedings, which 
can be iniliateil by the trmtees 
of any city concerned or by the 
county supervisors. He made it 
plain that the Sierra Madre city 
authorities do not desire to c.irry 
on tlie proceedings, but believe 
the County supervisors and coun¬ 
ty higliway ilepartiiieiit should 
act becau.se all of the street open¬ 
ing and most of the street im¬ 
provement work is to be done in 
county territory. Sierra .Madre 
would appear only to the e.\tent 
of being a part of the assessment 
distrief to help defray the co.,1. 

Several of those in atteiulaiice 
took part in the discussion, all 
confirming the stand of the city 
attorney and pre.seiiting an abso¬ 
lutely united front. 

With a new uiiderstaiuliiig of 
tlie problem, Mr. Wygant con- 
ceeded that Mr. Baker bad i bowii 
the wisdom of the Sierra Madre 
plan. He still thought it might 
be possible to connect the two 
routes so that only one liiidge 
would be necessary across the 
Eaton Canyon wash. He imited 
Sierra Madre to send a delegation 
to his office for a coiifeience 
Wednesday iiiorniiig. 

On tlie following clay the con¬ 
ference was attended by Messrs. 
Hawks, Campbell and Gieilich. 
Mr. Hayselden was also pre.eiil. 
W ith complete maps to pit sent 
their ca.se, the Sierra Madre men 
bad no difficulty in establishiiie 
their claim. Mr. Hayselden him¬ 
self admitted that if only one 
bridge is built it should l<e on 
Central .Avemii". 

Discussion also revealed a uiian 
iiiious sentinient in favor of ini¬ 
tialing the Central .Avenue prtiject 
iinlepeiiileiitly. No one here seem." 
to favor the ri.sk of attucliing it 
to the tail of somebody’s kite- 
wbicli may or may not lly. The 
Central .Avenue opening is a com 
paratively simple and definite pro 
ject wliicli need involve no ilelay 
whatever. The Washington street 
project involves the liarmonizing 
of a great diversity of inteiest.-' 
and is .so big that there is bound 
to be more or less delay in put¬ 
ting it through. On uccount id 
the many year-s in which .Sierra 
Madre has been pronii.sed relief 
by the county without material 
results, it is generally felt that 
now is the time to demand and 
secure action.

Mystery In 
Dual Tragedy 
On Monday 

Funeral services for Mr. and 
Mrs. John F. Sharp, wlio.se lives 
ended in a double tragedy Mon¬ 
day night, were held Tliur.sday 
morning at Hie Grant Funeral 
Parlors. The remaiii.s were taken 
to Pasadena for cremation. Tlie 
.services, wtiich were private, were 
conducted hy Rev. A. O. Pritchanl 
of the Congregational Church of 
which Mrs. Sharp was a iiiemher. 

There being no witne.s.se.s. Hie 
details as to just how and wliy 
.Mr. Sharp took first the life of 
his wife and then his own by 
.sliooting are not known. Worry 
over financial matters and ill 
health is presumed to have been 
more than he could face and per¬ 
haps to have affected Ids mind in 
u fit of temporary insanity. The 
tragedy took place at the resi¬ 
dence of Mrs. O. M. Hare, 297 
West ighland. Mrs. Hare is now 
in Hie east on a visit and Mrs. 
Sharp has been keeping house for 
her Hiree hoarders. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sliarp have made their home with 
their son, l>eo FI Sharp, at 214 
North .Adams, Mrs. Leo Sliarp aiul 
Mrs. Hare being .sisters. 

Neighbors who heard the shots 
came to tlie liouse and found the 
biidy of .Mrs. Sharp just outside 
the door. City Marshall Udell 
was notified and ujion earcli of 
the premises found the body of 
Mr. Sharp in a clump of trees at 
the rear of the house. He was 
still alive hut uiicon.-iciou.s. He 
was taken to the Pasadena Hos¬ 
pital hut pa.ssed away almost im¬ 
mediately upon arriving there. 
Both bodies were ordered hy the 
coroner’s office to be taken to the 
.Sierra Madre Funeral Chapel. .-An 
inquest was held there on Wed¬ 
nesday at which Coroner Nance 
rendered a verdict of lioniicide and 
suicide. 

Mr. Sharp was horn in DeKalh 
county, Missouri, in Ikhit. His wife 
was a native of .Michigan and 
two years younger. Tliey were 
married in I8h0 and spent the 
early part of their married life 
on a farm at .Mayville, Mo, In 
I'.IOI they came to California for 
a sliort time, hut returned to Kid¬ 
der, .Mo., where they resided until 
coming to Sierra Madri* in 1920 
to join their son, Ix?o Sharp. 

Mr. Sharp was a quiet, kindly 
man who was very generally liked. 
,Mr.s. Sharp was particularly ad¬ 
mired for her sweet spirit and 
helpfulness. She wa.s a member 
of the .Metliodist church liefore 
coming to Sierra Madre. Her hus¬ 
band had also been a regular at¬ 
tendant at church .services and a 
liberal contributor. 

They leave two sons, Leo FI. 
Sharp of Sierra .Madre and Frank 
.A. Sharp of Los .Angeles. A 
daughter, Fiva Ruth, died in in¬ 
fancy. 

F'rieiids of Mr. and Mr.s. Sharp 
were iiiexpres.sijLily shocked by the 
tragedy. Their son, Leo. jil whose 
home they had taken dinner early 
ill the evening, said they .seemed 
in their eustoiiiury good spirits 
at that time, so the blow was 
particularly stunning to him. On 
behalf of himself and family he 
expressi's the keenest gralitudi- 
for Hie sympathy and kind assist 
ance which lias heoii rendered hy 
neighbors and Irieiids in the time 
of trouble. * 

Pasadena Roy Cut 
liy Rarbed Wire 

Harold Winterhurn of I’asa- 
’ dena was severely cut hy harlied 
wire Sunday afternoon when a 
horse lie was riding, in company 
with .several other hoys, on F.ast 
Montecito Avenue, bolted and ran 
into the fence near the cemetery. 
The boy was taken to the Sierra 
Madre Hospital for emergency 
treatment, several stitches being 
necessary to closi* up wounds in 
his leg. The horse, which l»‘ 
longed to tieorge H. Woodrntf of 
Villa, was also badly cut about Hie 
face.

Our loss is his gain, and we lose 
him because his personal qualities 
slioiie so brightly as to attract the 
attention of lii.i; superiors.

•Madre was too small to hide such 
a personality and he has been 
culled to the larger field of Chi- 
c;igo. Here we are confident he 
will succeed in his new role of 
iiiissionary priest. .Altliough he 
has left U-, the name of F''atlier 
Bennet Driscoll will never be for 
eotten in Siena .Madre, as long as 
the graceful spire of St. Rita’s 
Ghurcli towers as a landmark, vis¬ 
ible not only to our little town, 
hut also to the whole San Gabriel 
\ alley.

Pasadena will soon beconu* the 
site of a complete aeronautical 
school as u result of a gift of 
$300,000 to the (’ulifornia Insti¬ 
tute of Technology from the Dan¬ 
iel Guggenheim fund for the pro¬ 
motion of aeronautics. The gift 
was announced recently by Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, executive head 
of the Pasadena institution. 

A new building costing $200,000 
will he erected immediately to 
house the school and the Institute 
will receive $15,000 a year to 
curry out experimental work in 
all lines of aircraft. 

The new building will contain a 
high speed wind tunnel and ei|uip- 
ment of every sort needed in ex¬ 
perimental and re.search work in 
aeronautics.

Professor A. A. Morrill’s famous 
tailless airplane, built at the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute, will be developed 
in the new school. Pasadena 
promises to become the state cen¬ 
ter for aeronautics as a result 
of the e.stablishment of the .schoid. 

Dr. Von Karman, world famous 
physicist and authority on aero¬ 
nautical engineering, will come to 
Ppsadena from Aachen, Germany, 
to advise the Pasadena professors.

Three Percent of 
Cattle Tubercular 

“More than 9,000,000 cattle, in 
842,000 herds, were tuberculin- 
tested in the United States in the 
last twelve months. The total 
number of reactors was slightly 
under 3 (ler cent. In other words, 
tuberculosis was found in the pro¬ 
portion of one-third of an animal 
in every herd tested. It is .self- 
eviilent that it is more economical 
to .sacrifice one-third of an animal 
per herd now than to allow the 
di.seu.se to spread until iiO per cent 
or more of the aiiimals per lienl 
become tuberculous, as is the case 
in some European countries. If 
by taking one-third of an animal 
now from every her<l in this coun¬ 
try tuberculosis could be eradicat¬ 
ed, the e.\pen.se would not bank¬ 
rupt the live.stock industry, nor 
would it be too much for the state 
and national governments to bear," 
saiil Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of 
the Bureau of .Aidmal Industry, 
in an address to the seventh an¬ 
nual Eastern States Tuberculosis 
Conference at Burlington, Vt., re¬ 
cently.

Hen Houses Should 
Be Thoroly Sprayed 

In disiri'ecting poultry houses 
or yards w lie re there has been 
an outbreak of avian tuberculosis 
it is important that tiie liquids be 
sprayed or otherwi.se applied in a 
thorough manner, so that the area 
to he treated may lie well soaked. 
After di.sinfection, tlie preini.ses 
.sitould be kept free of fowls for 
several inontlis so that any germ.s 
not reached by the dininfectalit 
may die. If convenient it is ad¬ 
visable to place new stock on 
ground wiiich has not been occu¬ 
pied by poultry for a year or more. 

Ill restocking it is highly im¬ 
portant to obtain fowls, or eggs 
for liatching, from flocks which 
have shown no evidence of tiie 
presence of an infectious ili.sea.se 
for at least a year.

Many people lielieve that beans, 
such as tlie navy, lima and otlier 
kinds of dried haens, are sulisti- 
tutes for meat from the stanil- 
point of ttieir nutritive value. Riv 
cent research liy the Uriite<l States 
Department of Agriculture on the 
kind of protoin contained in differ¬ 
ent foods has shown that the pro¬ 
tein of meat is superior to tliat 
of lieans from the standpoint of 
meeting the neeils of the body. 

The protein in meat is called 
‘complete” or “efficient” while ttiat 
in lieans is called “incomplete” hi-- 
cause it lacks certain es.sential 
acids. The average meal that 
Americans eat, however, u.sually 
contains bread and other foods that | 
contain some kind of jirotein. Gen¬ 
erally a combination of the.se with 
the protein in lieans will supply 
the body what it needs. So far 
as nutritive value goes it is tliere- 
fore all right to u.se beans occa¬ 
sionally in place of meat for 
dinner.
